JAMES LAWRENCE, identifying himself as employed as a Lapsing Agent 
of the Cross Country Development Corporation, e subsidiary of Bloomfield 
lBltmni Hill ding Industries, 3360 *oplar Avenue, Memphis Tennessee, 
advised as follows: 







LAWRENCE spent about ten weeks at the New Orleans sub-office of the 
Cross Country Development Corporation, located Room 101 of the International 
Trade ^art. 124 Camp Street* New Orleans, Louisiana, said period running 
from July to the middle of October of 1863 . He was there to handle leasing 
arrangement a for a new International f'rade Mart being constructed by Bloom- 
fl eld building IndustrlesT *** 

I have added the emphasis.
